Such is the record at Washing- 
ton. There is no sizable business 
interest in the United States that 
hasn’t been investigated by the 
Federal government at public ex- 
pense. Some of them, notably the 
coal business, have been investigat- 
'ed as many as seven times within 
the past ten years. Others, such 
have perma- 
ap- 
parently for all time, with the gov- 
ernment’s investigators. 

Approximately 39 different 
branches of the government are 
going full blast daily at the inves- 
tigation of private business. Not 
all of these investigations are hos- 
tile. Nearly all of them are routine. 
They flood the business world with 
questionnaires, gzive employment 
to a small army at Washington and 
necessitate the employment of an- 
other small army on the part of the 
nation’s business to answer their 
interminable questions.

From Maternity to Copyrights. | 


More investigations are being 
planned——plenty of them. Every- 
thing from maternity to copyrights, 
to radio, is under 
the watchful eye of the Federal 
agent. Regulation follows in his 
wake, down even to the salary a 
firm may pay its officers. 

With one breath business rails at 
an all-investigating government at 
Washington and with the next asks 
it to increase its scope of investiga- 
tion. As this is written, the Cham- 
ber of Commerce: of the United 
States, supposedly representing 
American business in its greatest 
fullness and finest flower, is pian- 
ning a brand new kind of Federal 
inquiry and has actively interested 
two Federal bureaus, internal reve- 
nue and census, in the plan. What 
the chamber wants is a census of 
storekeepers and jobbers graded ac- 
cording to the kinds of goods they 
se]] at wholesale or retail. 

It wants the bureau of internal 
revenue to include with the tax 
forms it sends to all business firms 
a new form to be filled out in detail 
and sent back to Washington for 
the census bureau to handle in 
totals by cities and States. If the 
plan is carried out, it means added 
expense for the taxpayer and added 
work for the business firms of the 
country. Yet it undoubtedly would 
accomplish a desirable purpose for 
there is nowhere in existence re- 
liable information as to the number 
of retailers and jobbers, oy kinds 
and localities, in the United States. 


Part Small. 


A government investigation to 
many persons means an investiga- 
tion by a committee of the House or 
Senate. In reality, Congress is 
doing only a-.small part of the 
national snooping. In committees, 
more than 50 in number in each 
House, hold many hearings every 
year and summon witnesses from 
far and near, yet the sum total of 
its activity is small when compared 
with the routine day-in-and-day-out 
investigations conducted by the 
boards, bureaus and commissions of 
the executive branch. 

The bureaus, for instance, of cen- 
sus, foreign and domestic com- 
merce, mines, labor statistics, wom- 
en, children, customs, internal rev- 
enue, geological survey, public 
health service, public roads, immi- 
gration, conciliation, employment, 
and others send hundreds of tons 
of questionnaires annually throug 
the mails, all ontr frank, to busi- 
ness firms throughout the country.

nedy in the Evening News. 
Bon vivant when he had money, 
a soldier when he craved action, 
a man of the world, ever graceful 
and obliging—that is the writer's 
impression of the Persian dictator.

Mr. Mackenzie-Kennedy first met 
Reza Khan in Petrograd in 1912, 
and he believes it is unlikely that 
Reza will introduce any ‘“‘nonsense”’ 
about democracy in his scheme of 
things.

‘MEXICO SEIZES MINE 
OWNED BY AMERICANS 


Guarded “ Troops and Is 
Placed Under Embargo; Aid 
of Embassy Asked. 


Mexico City, April 25 (By A. P.). 
George F. Zoffman, manager of 
the Cinco Minas, an American min- 
ing company in the state of Jalisco, 
has had a lengthy conference with 
James R. Sheffield, the American 
Ambassador, regarding his com- 
pany’s labor troubles, describing 
the situation as dangerous. The 
property of the company is being 
guarded by federal troops, in com- 
pliance with a request made re- 
cently by the embassy. 

Demanding higher wages, which 
the company refused, the workers 
went on strike in February. Local 
courts decided in favor of the Cinco 
Minas, and the miners appealed to 
the supreme court. 

Pending action by the supreme 
court, the authorities have placed 
an embargo on the company's prop- 
erty and material, valued by Mr. 
Zoffman at $400,000. The man- 
ager asserted that the company 
wanted the property returned, and 
requested that steps be taken to

investigations daily and publish 
many millions of words every year 
telling what they have found. 

Boards and bureaus at the pres- 
ent time are holding hearings ga- 
lore and summoning witnesses from 
every section of the country. 
Among the more prominent boards 
engaged daily in investigating busi- 
ness affairs in the name of the 
United States government are the 
tariff board, the Federal Trade 
Commission, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the oi] conser- 
vation¢board, the grain futures ad- 
ministration, the packers and 
stockyards administration and oth- 
ers. 

Business men, as a rule, have 
no choice but to reply to the end- 
less inquiries. Disregard brings a 
peremptory demand, in many in- 
stances, possibly a subpena, The 
laws under which these agencies 
work have sharp teeth, for the most 
part, and a firm that throws 
the Federal government’s inquiry 
into the waste basket does so at its 
peril. In not a few cases a stiff 
fine, or even imprisonment, may be 
meted out to the man who persists 
in refusing to answer. 

Take, for instance, the Federal 
Trade Commission. It thas under- 
taken 178 new investigations witb- 
in the past 20 months. It has sum- 
moned before it more than 1,600 
Witnesses, all of whom were com- 
pelled, under penalty, to make an 
appearance. It has taken 60,460 
typewritten pages of testimony at 
an approximate cost of $15,000 and 
has held more than 200 hearings 
in approximately 50 cities. 


Witnesses Get $10,000. 


In mileage and fees the commis- 
sion has paid more than $10,000 to 
the witnesses at those hearings, 
notwithstanding that most of the 
proceedings were held at points 
convenient to the witnesses to be 
examined. Among others, the com- 
mission during that period has in- 
vestigated the following: 

Arkansas Wholesale Grocers as- 
sociation, American Association of 
Advertising Agencies, John  B, 
Stetson, the West Coast theatres,

the enormously increasing impor- 
tance of our foreign commercial 
and financial relations.’’ 

The figure was a gain of ap- 
proximately $1,100,000,000 over 
the 1923 total and nearly $5,000,- 
000,000 more than the annual pre- 
war average. 


Stability Reflected. 


‘Increasing economic stability in 
foreign countries,’”’ the Secretary 
said, ‘“‘was reflected by a net im- 
port of fully one-fourth of the esti- 
mated amount of American cur- 
rency held abroad and by the fact 
that the movement of foreigners’ 
bank deposits in this country de- 
clined for the first time since 1921. 

“During the year the United 
States further strengthened its in- 
ternational investment position. 
Our total foreign holdings now 
amount to about $10,400,000,000, 
having increased by more than 
$1,200,000,000 during the year. 
Our total returns from foreign in- 
vestments are now greater than at 
any time in our history.’’ | 

While gold movements revealed | 
an export excess for the year, there 
was no certainty, it was said, that 
such would be the case in 1926, 
since there was a gold-import sur- 
plus of $16,000,000 during the last 
hasf of 1925. 

Invisible imports constituted 34 
per cent of total imports last year, 
while this type of exports made up 
22 per cent of the total exports. 
These were the same ratios in 1924 
and since they assumed such an im- 
portance in the whole picture, it 
was gratifying, Mr. Hoover asserted, 
to observe that statisticians of many 
other countries are now beginning 
to publish studies of the same sort.

THE TREATY. 

The European powers are keenly interested 
in the “treaty of amity’ just concluded be- 
tween Germany and soviet Russia. The terms 
of the compact are to be made public this week. 
and it is asserted that there are no. secret 
clauses, The treaty is described as an engage- 
ment of mutual neutrality, entirely in har- 
mony With Germany's obligations under the 
Locarno treaties and those which she will un- 
dertake if she joins the league of nations. It 
generally understood that Germany reas- 
sures Russia that no act of aggression will be 
undertaken or permitted under Article 16 of 
the covenant of the league, and that this ‘re- 
assurance is fortified by the pledges which the 
allied powers gave in writing at Locarno, em- 
bodying their interpretation of Germany’s ob- 
ligations under Article 16. This interpreta- 
tion, however, must be ratified by the league 
assembly before it will be effective. It is vir- 
tually an amendment of Article 16. 

The relations which both Germany and 
Russia bear toward Poland are such as to in- 
duce European powers to scan with great care 
any engagement between the two governments. 
No doubt European statesmen will assume as 
@ matter of course that Germany and Russia 
have reached a secret understanding as to their 
policy in case of war between either of them 
and Poland. It would be strange, indeed, if

THE NEW YORK LEGISLATURE. 

The New York legislature, which adjourned 
Friday, after nearly four months’ work, 
marked. by less political wrangling than has 
occurred in several years, has set an example 
for other States. Ordinarily, the law-making 
branch of the Empire State is a beehive of 
politics. This year, however, it settled down 
to hard work at the opening session and there 
was no let-up until, its adjournment, and this, 
in spite of the fact that both branches were 
Republican, while the executive is a Democrat. 
It presented the wholesome spectacle of oppos- 
ing political forces working in harmony for 
the good of the State. The most important 
accomplishment was the enactment into law 
of the reorganization plan of State government 
in compliance with the constitutional amend- 
ments ratified last fall. A Democratic gov- 
ernor had sponsored these amendments, and 
largely by the force of his own popularity and

German Is Prohibited. 


When Trent before the war was 
part of Austria, the Austrian em- 
pire permitted the Italians who 
dominated the district to have their 
own schools with the Italian lan- 
guage, but the Mussolini govern- 
ment vetoed a similar privilege for 
the Germans, whose main centers 
are to the north, nearer the new 
Austrian frontier. and particularly 
at Bolzano, Merano, Bressanone 
and Brunico. 

This prohibition against teaching 
German to the younger generation, 
is the chief outcry against Italian 
rule, for the Germans assert that 
the attempt to denationalize and 
deracialize them is flagrant viola- 
tion of the fundamentals of human 
equality. 

The great goal of the German 
leaders in the Italian Tyrol is even- 
tually to force the issue before the 
League of Nations, believing that 
as the minority populations are 
cared for by the league, they will 
find at Geneva their best chance of 
securing redress. 
ee second complaint against 
|Italian rule is that the Roman gov- 
ernment has dismissed the leading 
German employes in state institu- 
tions, like the railroads and post- 
offices, substituting out and out 
Italians.

KEEPING THE MOUTH CLEAN. 
N an experience with several 
large department stores in Bos- 
ton, Dr. Emmons found that

very few people have clean mouths.. 


The proportion was one in five. His 
figures referred to clerks in de- 
partment stores, but the probability 
is that the same figures apply, in a 
general way, to the general run of 
people. Im fact, my guess is, that 
the girls in department stores av- 
erage considerably better than the 
average run of people in this par- 
ticular. 

About half the people referred to 
by Dr. Emmons had what he called 
fair mouths. The people in this 
group needed to have their teeth 
cleaned and polished, and to have 
some small fillings and some ex- 
tractions. Nearly one-third had 
what was called neglected mouths. 
Most of the people who had re- 
curring attacks of toothache were 
in the third group, 

Toothache is preventable. Any 
person who is subjected to tooth- 
ache need only have his teeth put 
in order to prevent recurrence of 
the disorder. No other treatment 


is anything more than a stop gap. 


Of course, gum boils are even 
more representative of neglect. The 
people who are subject to gum boils 
are convicted, without further evi- 


dence, of having neglected mouths. 


The lawyers call this prima facie 
evidence, if this court be not in er- 
ror. The person who has a mild 
pyorrhea, with periodic attacks of 
pain and tenderness, is likewise in 
the group of those with preventable 
troubles. 

In the stores supervised by Dr. 
Emmons the employes pay for the 
dental service they receive, but the 
rates are on a very reasonable basis.

The tendency of persons to neg- 
lect their teeth is met by a system 
of well organized appointments 
with penalties for appointments 
that are not kept. Emergencies, 
such as treatment of toothaches, 
lancing of gum boile, and extrac- 
tions, are done in the office. In 
most of the stores periodic treat- 
ments are given for pyorrhea in 
the earlier stages. Roots are treat- 
ed, as are gums. In some simple 
fillings are put in. In most of the 
department stores the more diffi- 
cult fillings and more serious dental 
work is not done. Such cases are 
referred to family dentists, neigh- 
borhood dentists and _ dentists 
known to do good work. Some ef- 
fort is made to protect employes 
against exceptionally poor work by 
outside dentists and against gross 
overcharges. 

Some of Dr. Emmons’. conclusions 
are as fololws: 

Preventive medicine offers no 
more generally needed or more ef- 
fective health measure than dental 
service. 

The industrial dental clinic fits 
into the scheme for community den- 
tal service.

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NATURE WIPING OUT 
OLD OREGON TRAIL 


Kemmerer, Wyo., April 25 (By 
A. P.).—Nature with her marks of 
time is erasing from southwestern 
Wyoming the Old Oregon Trail— 
that road, which meant the build- 
ing of a Western empire, with its 
many tales of heroism against the 
redskinned foe, the tragedy of lost 
lives of pioneers and the indomit- 
able courage of the early settlers of 
the West. 

The Old Oregon Trail extended 
across southwestern Wyoming for 
100 miles from the Big Sandy river 
at Pacific Springs to Cokeville on 
the Bear river on the Idaho bound- 
ary. But the Old Trail is passing. 

Now sagebrush covers the old 
road which once rumbled with the 
wheels of the covered wagon. In 
many places the barbed wire fences 
of the ranchers have broken across 
the trail and in the space left un- 
broken only an occasional sheep 
rancher’s wagon travels. 

Memory of the trail is to be pre- 
served by a highway, to be known 
as the “Old Oregon Trail,’’ across 
Wyoming from Granger to Cokes- 
ville, and then to Portland, Oreg., 
but the new road does not follow 
the original path of the ‘‘covered 
wagon”’ caravans. 


Tablet Marks Place 
Where Friars Taught 


Tallahassee, Fla., April 25 (By

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us Poets Given High — 
Rank Throughout World 


Chicago, April 25 (By A. P.).— 
American poetry today is of greater 
worth than that being produced any- 
where else in the world, and for 
the past fifteen years American 
poets have been the most vital force 
in the art. 

This is the opinion of Miss Har- 
riett Monroe, editor and founder of 
the monthly magazine, Poetry, who 
believes that the tremendous strides 


of this country toward world leader- 
ship in industrial and political af- 
fairs have brought a natural cul- 
tural growth that is reflectéd in the 
vigor and freshness of its poets. 
In 1912, when she began her cam- 
paign for the magazine which was 
to be the organ of poets, she was 
fearful of her reception. From 
Hobart C. Chatfield-Taylor, novelist 
and historian, she received the idea 
of the financial scheme which made 
her magazine possible. He suggested 
that she get 100 or more persons 
to contribute $50 a year for five 
years, to be used in relieving what 
he termed the ‘‘desperate situation 
of contemporary poetry in America,” 
and headed the list of contributors. 
“‘My interviews with men promi- 
nent in the commercial and profes- 
sional life of Chicago brought me 
many an agreeable surprise,’’ she 
said. ‘I had half-expected them to 
laugh at the project, so new and 
seemingly absurd; on the contrary 
most of them received it in the 
giving back my arguments better 


highest spirit of idealism, oftes 
than I could state them myself. 

“The whole experiment brought 
home to me the fact that the best 
and most imaginative minds of the 
country have gone largely into ‘big 
business.’ ”’ 


To Miss Monroe’s credit also gZo0es 
the discovery and encouragement 
of several versifiers whose names 
are now synomymous with poetry 
in America. The work of Vachel 
Lindsay and Carl Sandburg first 
achieved printers’ ink in Poetry, 
and later Miss Monroe recognized 
Maxwell Bodenheim, Majorie Allep 
Seiffert, Wallace Stevens and a 
score of others. 

She provided the first American 
medium of expression for Robert 
Frost, John Gould Fletcher and “H. 
D.”” (Mrs. Ri¢éhard Aldington), the 
latter two pioneers in the imagist 
school. 


While she was not the first to 
publish works of several more poets 
now recognized as of the first rank. 
she materially aided them to fame 
by printing their later efforts. 
Edna St. Vincent Millay, Amy Low- 
ell, Sara Teasdale, Edgar Lee Mas- 
ters, T. S. Eliot and Lew Sarrett all” 
had poems in Poetry long before 
they achieved their present high 
positions. 

Miss Monroe herself is not un- 
known as a poet, although of late 
years her effort to advance the tal- 
ent of others has overshadowed her 
own creative work.
